;‘The aignntorba of the original cou- 
v en iii rn and of the declaration h av e 
waited, and are stlil waiting, for fav or­ 
able action by Great Britain upon these 
two International documents, ap p aren t­ 
ly unwilling to create the International 
prize court without tile co-operation o f 
Great Britain and to bind them selves 
by the provisions of a declaration call­ 
id by Great Britain to meet British 
objection unless it I* ratified by G reat 
Britain.
